The MGB Representative noted that "Page”, who 
was "virtually" the master of the establish- 
ment, was in strained relations with 
"Aileron" and would evidently be against 
taking him on.

With regards to the positions held by the various 
individuals involved during the pertinent period it is 
noted that from March 26, 1942 until August 18, 1945, GEORGE 
SILVERMAN was employed as Chief Production Specialist, 

Material Division, Army Air Forces. From August, 1945, to 
September, 1946, SILVERMAN was with the French Supply Council 

On 7/21/44 SILVERMASTER was detailed to the Procurement 
Division of the Treasury Department from the Farm Security 
Agency. SILVERMASTER continued in this status until 12/29/44, 
at which time he formally transferred to the Office of Surplus 
Property, Procurement Division, Treasury Department . Vu 

As of 5/1/44 GLASSER was designated as an Assistant 
Director, of the Monetary Reseaxgi Division, Treasury Department, 
under the immediate direction of WHITE* &\ \jj 

New York Times newspaper on 3/1/43 reported

In January, 1942, COE was appointed as Executive 
Secretary with the Board of Economic Warfare (later known as 
the Foreign Economic Administration) .On 2/16/45 COE was 
appointed as Director of the Monetary Research Division, Treasury 
Department, from the position of Assistant Director, Office 
of Economic Program, Foreign Economic Administration. CJgTj 


On 6/20/34 WHITE was appointed as an Economic 
Analyst in the Treasury Department. On 5/25/38 he was appointed 
Director of Monetary Research. In the early 1940*8 WHITE 
was promoted to "Assistant to the Secretary” of Treasury.

I Since the cover name "Page" was first used 6/24/44 

and last used 10/14/44, and these dates are encompassed by 
the dates of uses of the above cover names for WHITE, it 
appears unlikely that "Page" could be an additional cover 
name for WHITE. The Source information dated 1/18/45 includes 
references to both "Ruble" and "Richard". Inasmuch as the cover 
names "Ruble" and "Page" are considered cover names for 
GLASSER, the fact that "Ruble" and "Richard" are mentioned 
in the same message would absolutely preclude the possibility 
of WHITE being identical with "Ruble" ("Page") ^ 

No new information bearing on this matter has come 
to the attention of the WFO with the exception of the Source ^ 
information on 2/25/45 to the effect that there was some Ary 

question which was not clear about "Peak" belonging tor^ r^f W) 
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"Robert’s” Group. At the moment this defies analysis as both 
CURRIE and COE were members of the SILVERMASTER Group. COE 
was possibly a more active operating member of the group than 
CURRIE; was a Communist Party member; and was probably a closer 
personal acquaintance of GLASSER than was CURRIE. CURRIE on 
the other hand was evidently the more highly placed of the 
two in government circles. 

The report of SA THOMAS A. MENDENHALL dated 1/27/56 
captioned "HARRY DEXTER WHITE; ESP - R" sets forth a review 
of file copjjfsof Treasury Department material maintained by 
WHITE while employed in the Treasury Department. Pages 282, 

366, 394, 452, 453 and 456 of the report concerns phases of 
British Lend Lease. From a review of this material it is 
clear that both COE and CURRIE participated in Treasury 
Department Lend Lease discussions in 1944. 

The WFO report on WHITE dated 1/27/56 reflects on 
Page 319 that among material maintained by WHITE at the * 

Treasury Department was an undated nine page memo from HAROLD 
GLASSER to MORGENTHAU entitled "Report on Assignment to Italy - 
April and May, 1944" reflecting that GLASSER assisted in 
the Allied Control Commission in the study of inflation in 
Italy and iq^the preparation of a program designed to control 
inflation, IA/ 

On Page 320 of the above report it~”ls set forth 
that a memo to MORGENTHAU fro m EDWA mjQ^ ERN S T EIN~-dated 
12/19/44, captioned "Report of Treasury Representatives 
Returned From Abroad" reflected that during 1944 eleven 
Tressury Representatives who reported to WHITE, returned from missions 
abroad. These representatives included HAROLD GLASSER 
who returned from Italy on 6/3/44 where he was assisting the 
Allied Control Commission.; WILL IAM . H^TAYLOR, who returned 
from Englan d-on' 8/16/44 , and Sd£9MOi^ADl2p r (SCHLOMER ADLER) 
who returned* from China on 7/7/ 44.

These reports suggested the possibility that HAROLD GLASSER 1 
is identical with "Page" and either LAUCHLIN BERNARD CURRIE I 
or VIRGINIUS FRANK COE is identical with "Peak". 

As evidenced by the investigation previously 
conducted in the above cases, it is believed that the identities 
of "Page"and "Peak" cannot be finally proven unless additional
